Thomas Brewer, greatly favored, the 
accused and tended to support his 
contention that he fired the fatal 
shot in his proper defense. 
i But little trouble was experienced 
In the selection of the jury to hear 
the ease, only one being excused for 
pause and one peremptory challenge 
l>eing exercised, Robert Lnnter being 
excused for cause and Carl («. Van 
Meter was challenged peremptorily by 
the defense".

Russell Brewer.

Second and 
Madison streets, about six o'clock on 
the afternoon of .Inly 4, last, were the 
witnesses called to the stand by the 
prosecution. 


Prosecutor's Statement 


; Prosecutor Sbeppard iu stating the 
case to the jury said that he expected 
the evidence to show that the de- 
fendant brought on the conflict by 
taking offense over a trifling matter 
which resulted in the dealli of Thom- 
as Brewer. 


In stating the claims of Hie de- 


fense ALiurney Theo. K. Kinik said, 
the defense expected to show 
that 


Russell "Shad" Brewer, son of the 
murdered man, had accused Steven- 
son of "blowing his head off" tn pro- 
hibition officers who had visited the 
hotel that day ami had threatened 
him with violence lor telling the offi- 
cers about whiskey having been about 
the place; that. Toui Brewer came 
•cross the street and struck Steven- 
son on the head that lie had learned 
of Stevenson having told I lie I'fflcers 


of the presence of liquor there. 
He 


further denied making any threats or 
quarreling with Stevenson in an ef- 
fort lo cause him to c-ommit an as- 
sault lint admitted that he liad some 
difficulty with Stevenson over the 
fire-cracker throwing and that he bad 
told his father of the trouble. 


The witness further admitted Uiat 


lie knew that his father had been 
ordered to keep away from the soft 
drink place. 
Raymond Hc«r Called 


Raymond Horr testified of Steven- 


son getting "sore" at "Shad" Brewer 
r.ver the fire cracker throwing inci- 
dent and of hot words following. He 
said he wus standing in front of tue 
hotel in the evening .when Thomas: 
Brewer came from across the street 
and approaching Stevenson with an 
invitation 
to come out, saying he 


wished to speak to him. The witness 
said that Stevenson was standing in 
the doorway find on his refusal to 
come out Brewer slapped him on the 
head and followed him to the rear 
and into the hallway where the fatal 
shot was fired by Stevenson during a 
struggle. He saw "Shad" shoot Stev- 
enson in the arm as the latter went 
into a room nearby. 


The witness denied on Cross exam- 


ination that he went over to the 
Brewer home and brought Tom Brew- 
er to the hotel at the Instance of 
Russell Brewer. Me said that he and 
others followed behind when the two 
men started fighting and retreated to- 
wards the rear of the building. He 
declared that Stevenson wheeled and 
shot just as Brewer grabbed him at 
the foot of the stairway. He stated 
that after the encounter at the front 
door Stcvousou 
walked 
backwards 


facing Brewer who was pursuing him. 


Rocroer Testifies 


Bernard Wntkius, a roomer at the 


hotel, told of Russell 
Brewer 
and 


Stevenson having an altercation on 
July 2. because the former threw u 
fire cracker into the soft drink place 
and which burned Stevenson on the 
leg slightly when it exploded. 
He 


testified of meeting Stevenson on the 
stairs with a pun in his front trouser 
pocket a short: time before the trouble 
and of trying to persuade him to go 
back upstairs and not have any more 
trouble. 


The 
witness said lie saw 
Tom 


Brewer strike Stevenson and that the 
latter tried to get away but: WHS fol- 
lowed by Brewer who caught him by 
the shoulder as he passed out into 
the hallway anrl during the struggle 
which ensued the shot was fired. He 
said Stevenson did not attempt to 
draw his gun until after he was first 
assaulted in the doonvay. 


John Riley, a roomer, said he was 


in his room and saw the men clinched 
In' the hall and saw Stevenson lire 
the shot. 


Neale Adkius and Ollle Carter testi- 


fied of hearing Stevenson threatening 
lo kill any man that threw fire-crack- 
ers on him again. 


State Rested 


The state rested at this juncture 


and Attorney Funk in support of a 
motion to arrest the case from the 
Jury, declared that even the testimony 
r>f the witnesses for the prosecution 
showed that Brewer was the aggres- 
sor and brought, oil the difficulty and 
that the accused attempting to es- 
cape at the time. Tiie attorney insist- 
ed t h a t - t h e witnesses for'the state 
had made out a. good defense for the 
accused and bearing out his claim 
that he was wholly justified in firing 
Lhe shot to protect himself from the 
Httnck of a man much larger than 
himself. 


The court overruled the motion for 


the time being and the taking of evi- 
dence on behalf of the defense started, 
the accused taking the stand in his 
own behalf and gave his version of 
the trouble which led up to the shoot- 


ing. 


He related of having some diffi- 


culty with Russell Brewer because 
the latter accused him- of "blowing 
his head off 
to State Prohibition 


Officer George Bayahan 
and Con- 


stable Castor when they visited the 
hotel that day in search for liquor. 
He accused me of telling the officers 
about the presence of liquor there and 
threatened me with violence, the de- 
fendant stated, and admitted that lie 
was knocked against the bar in the 
soft drink establishment: In the hotel 
and of Brewer pursuing him when he 
retreated towards the rear 
of the 


room and into the hallway where a 
struggle onstied when Brewer caught 
him and was in the act of assaulting 
him again when Stevenson drew his 
gun and fired, it was claimed in his 
proper self-defense. 


Coroner Called 


Coroner 
,1. 
1J. Hcndriekson de- 


scribed 
the 
wound 
which caused 


Brewer's death. 
Ho said that the 


bullet entered just below the right, 
nipple, ranged downward and back- 
ward, passing through the liver and 
lodged in the spine. He slated that 
death was caused by hemorrhage. 


Russell "Shiid" Brewer 
was 
the 


second witness culled by the prosecu- 
tion and be related the events which 
led up to the fatal shooting. He said 
that Stevenson became angered at him 
because he had thrown a fire cracker 
into Hie street from an upstairs win- 
dow of the hotel during the forenoon. 


The witness stated that be hart 


been a roomer at the place and told 


of being ordered to leave by the pro: 
prietor because of some difficulty in 
which his roomate, Raymond Horr 
had been involved during the after- 
noon, lie said that he had taken his 
clntlies over to his parents' home on 
Front street and returned to the hotel 
10 got. a refund due from his room 
rent when his father came across the 
street and approached Stevenson, who 
was standing in the front doorway 
of the hotel wkh his hand 
in 
his 


pockets. 


Son On Stand 


Young Brewer stated 
that 
when 


Stcvensun refused to come out on the 
sidewalk for a conversation at the in- 
vitation of his father the defendant 
made an effort to draw his pistol and 
Hint his father then struck Stevenson. 
He admitted that his father pursued 
Stevenson as the. latter retreated but 
denied that he caught hold of him 
until after the shot was fired. 
The 


witness also admitted that, be shot. 
Stevenson in the left arm as he darted 
into a room nearby. 


On cross examination 
Stevenson 


told of the prohibition officers visit to 
the hold that day but denied that 
be secured his pistol to protect him- 
self, adding that he knew that young 
Brewer was n nned. 


Says Ho Was Frightened 


The witness then related of Tom 


Brewer striking him as lie stood in 
the doorway of the hotel, the blow 
knocking him against the bar and of 
trying to get away by retreating to- 
wards the rear. 
He declared 
that 


Brewer got hold of bis coat and pre- 
vented him from seeking safety in 
bis room upstairs. The defendant as- 
serted that be was frightened and 
admitted that lie drew his gun and 
inflicted the fnial wound because be- 
thought his own life WHS in danger.

But if the citizens know how to spend they

It has been remarked of Portsmouth that its 


citizens must be good spenders and so they 
are. Th«y give liberally to every worthy 
undertaking, they take to themselves the com- 
forts and pleasures of life and, probably there 
are more automobiles here than in any other 
place of the size.

But if the citizens know how to spend they 


also know how to save. It is to be doubted if 
any other thoroughly American community 
can equal them there, to say nothing of sur- 
pass. 


Statistics are dull and dreary, but it is in- 


structive and may it also be healthful to 
others to know what Portsmouth people are 
saving. The past twelve months have not been 
altogether conducive to the virtue of thrift, be- 
cause the job wasn't exactly hunting the man 
and prices of everything continued high, while 
great strikes threw hundreds out of employ- 
ment, still in that period savings accounts in- 
creased almost a million dollars, a full twenty- 
five dollars for every man, woman and child 
in the city.

The local 
building associations and banks are not alone 
safe and sound they are helpful in pressing the 
value of thrift upon all possible patrons. They 
know the value of publicity, the constant and 
intelligent stressing of a point and they are 
the biggest and best advertisers in their lines 
to be found anywhere. And the final big fac- 
tor is that the people know our banking insti- 
tutions are in the hands of conservative, level 
headed business men who are making suc- 
cesses of their undertakings. 


THE UNRIVALED HOME CITY 


We may boast and rightfully of what we 


make and save but our glory is in the luminous 
fact that Portsmouth continues to stand pre- 
eminent as a home-owning city and never has 
she shone so distinctly in that respect as in 
the gain she has made therein. Tor while con- 
ditions have been rather adverse she has, 
nevertheless, constructed for the year, over 


two hundred new dwellings, and, IK.V only 
have all of these passed to the individual own- 
ership of those who abide therein, but an un- 
usual number of homes have been bought and 
rent houses are becoming scarcer every 
month. At present building operations are 
stirringly active and scores of houses are 
under construction. 


No matter, however, how many roofs may 


spring up there will not be enough to shelter 
in entire comfort the flow of population that is 
settling hitherward in an ever increasing tide. 
The population now numbers a full forty thou- 
sand. In less than six months it will show, from 
the workmen and their families the new steel 
department will bring in alone, an increase of 
five percent. So that fifty thousand we pre- 
dicted three years ago is not a figure of fancy, 
nor a fancy figure. Portsmouth will have fifty 
thousand population in less than five years, 
will have it in less than three years, if the vil- 
lage of New Boston, which is now totally en- 
veloped in our loving arms wisely concludes to 
merge her indentity into ours.

•Circulation before the suspension of the newspapers 
AMien the 


press was functioning canards of this nature would have been 
short-lived. The explanation is simple. A citizen who hears a 
sensational story looks in his newspaper for confirmation. 
.He 


finds no mention there and wisely concludes that the story could 
not have been true. If the story had circulated sufficiently 
to 


warrant a newspaper iu .taking notice of it. then the 
reader 


found the authoritative denial. But where there arc no news- 
papers rumor gets in its deadly work. This was particularly true 
in early times when there AVCTC no printed mediums of general 
information. The people were constantly excited over reports 
of strang happenings, reports that expanded with each repe- 
tition. 
. 


During'lhe great war there were many illustrations ot how 


stories spread and of the function of the newspapers in stopping 
the progress of falsehoods. Every editor remembers the yarns 
•"about the shooting- of spies- at training camps, the "two nurses 
from Belsnum with their hands cut off" who were reported seen 
in 'every state i" the Union, the-officials in high places who had 
been arrested and sent to Lcavcnworth for treasonable conduct. 
These baseless minors did not spare 
even the 
White House. 


"Without newspapers.there would have, been no way to squash 
these stories. 


When .their press resumes business the people of Vienna will 


learn what really has been taking place and they will wonder 
why they were so credulous when all these silly stories were 
flying about.
